KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander , American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. ; 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission, This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL'S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14,, 1964; .a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEXIRGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is .seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
Staffs and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stcrmtrooper ' s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses”; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power thf jr..gh 
the votes of the newXy->won masses." 

On September 18, 1365, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit , the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly--w.on 
masses." The source stated ROCKV/ELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November , 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

The NSRP believes that there should not be race mixing 
between whites and Negroes and that Negroes in the United States 
by conducting demonstrations and causing riots are causing a break- 
down of law and order in the United States. The NSRP also believes 
that the Jewish people are financing many of the Negro demonstra- 
tions, and, therefore, the Jewish people are responsible for race 
miximg and the breakdown of law and order in the United States.

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented. 

The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organi- 
zations and individuals," 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites . 

Issue No, 19, dated June, I960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 

On August 4, 1965, a source advised that EDWARD R. 

FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP and Editor of "The 
Thunderbolt," is the individual who actually controls the NSRP. 

Issue No. 72, dated November, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
reflects Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS to be National Director of the NSRP 
as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt." 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles attack- 
ing Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith .

Civil rights leaders have 
consistently failed to properly inform the Chicago Police 
Department of their plans, routes, numbers, and destiaaations. 

The marches have also been held at night and at 'rush hours and 
in such a manner as to tax the resources of the Chicago Po|.ice 
Department. Disorders in the neighborhoods during demonstrations 
have resulted primarily from the influx of outside extremists 
of all persuasions rather than primarily from residents of march 
areas. Marches are arousing hatred and civil rights issues are 
being reduced tolhe level of street riots. It was stressed that 
the injunction was not an effort to Interfere in such fashion 
as to interfere with Constitutional right of protest only to 
regulate marches in such fashion as to protest the Constitutional 
rights, safety and property of all the citizens of Chicago.

Unit, Chicago Police Department, reported that approximately 
300 to 400 people had gathered at the Liberty Baptist Church 
awaiting the arrival of Dr. King. 

At 2;58 p.m., the Chicago Police Department Task 
Force reported that approximately 700 people had gathered 
inside the above church, and approximately 200 to 300 
people were standing by outside. Also, approximately 100 
automobiles with drivers were standing by outside the church 
while the march was being organized. Six people per car were 
being designated. At this time, the Task Force also reported 
that large crowds were gathering in the area of the South 
Deering section, Chicago, along the proposed route of Dr. King's 
march. 

The Chicago Police Department Communications Unit 
advised at 3:30 p.m. that approximately 50 to 60 counter 
demonstrators were congregating at 108th Street and Ewing 
Avenue in the South Deering area, awaiting the marchers. 

Some were carrying placards reading "Rockwell for President" 
and "Down with Cody and his Communist Party" (the latter 
apparently refering to Archbishop Cody of the Catholic Diocese 
of Chicago) . 

At 3:42 p.m. , the Chicago Police Department, Communications 
Unit, reported that Dr. King arrived at the church, arid at 3:55 p.m. 
he was reported to have left the church leading a group of 
approximately 400 persons. 

At 4:20 p.m., August 2|, 1966, above reported a 
caravan of 65 cars, with King in the lead car, had left, the 
church, and was heading for the South Deering District. 

As of 4:20 p.m.. King's motorcade was heading East bound on 
95th Street, and that 425 persons were estimated in the motorcade. 
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The above unit reported at 4:56 p.m. that the 
procession of cars had arrived at 112th and Avenue E. 

Large crowd? of spectators were also reported as gathering 
at 104th, 106th and 108th and Ewing.

voo Chicago policemen were committed to patrol the demonstration 
on August 21, 1966, in the South Deering and Marquette Park 
are£. At 6:39 p.m., the Chicago Police Department, Communications 
Unit, reported that the marchers had stopped to pray at the 
Schultz Realty, 104th and Ewing. After they had reached the 
end of the march route at 7:03 p.m., they had turned around and 
were returning to the stadium area. 

As of 7:10 p.m., the Fourth District, Chicago Police 
Department, had reported a total of 17 persons arrested in 
Ihe vicinity of 106th Street and Ewing and Avenue 0 since the 
beginning of the march, including three for riding in a car 
displaying swastikas and 14 others as of that time for disorderly 
conduct in falling to respond to police orders. 

As of 7:40 p.m., the marchers had left the staging 
area and the Police Department Task Force reported that police 
personnel had been released as of 7:49 p.m. The Fourth 
District reported that although large crowds of hecklers had 
gathered along the route of the march, there were no serious 
incidents, however, some rock throwing between 105th and 106th 
on Ewing was reported.

The Evergreen Park Police Department reported at 
5:38 p.m. that about 150 young teenagers in the vicinity 
of 95th and Kedzie were throwing rocks at Negro occupied 
cars in the area. The Illinois State Police were called to 
disperse this group. 

At 5;38 p.m., 25 cars of marchers had arrived at the 
National Tea parking lot assembly area, 2000 West 95th Street, 
and the Evergreen Park Police Department reported that another 
group of marchers in automobiles had called from the Evergreen 
Plaza at 95th and Western requesting a police escort to take 
them to the assembly area. As of 5:55 p.m., the assemblage 
of marchers at 2000 West 95th Street had grown to approximately 
300, according to the Sheriff's Office, Homewood, Illinois. 

The Evergreen Park march began shortly after 5:45 p.m. There 
were numerous hecklers lined up along the route of the march. 

At 6:00 p.m,, the Evergreen Park Police Department 
reported that the group of marchers moved East on West 95th 
Street from the parking lot at 95th and Lawndale. The group 
stopped briefly at Neiburt Realty, 3408 West 95th Street, 
and Briggs and Son Realty , 3225 West 95th Street.

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
White Party (UWP) was organised at a convention held in KnojcviHo , 
Tennessee, on November 10 i 1967. An article in the November 26, 

1957 issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article , the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented* 

The UWp was reported as being opposed to all ’*race mixing organl’^ 
zations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP) , reported th^t rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, fndiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-^Semites . 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address pf the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia. 
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On August 4, 1965, a source advised that EDWARD R, 
FIELDS, the Information Director of the NSRP and Editor of ’The 
Thunderbolt", is the individual who actually controls the NSRP. 

Issue No, 72, dated November, 1965, of "The Thunderbolt'^ 
reflects Dr. EDWARD R. FIELDS to be National Director of the NSRP 
as well as Editor of "The Thunderbolt". 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith.

KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKft^ELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time The World", copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Sopial- 
ists (ANP - WUFENS) , Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader", a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
HXKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the Americap 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State ofVirginia, bpt this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
'Commission. This action was taken pursuantto an get of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter, This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL'S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP-^- 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and presonality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 
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According to the "Stormtrooper ’s Manual," ap official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to malse ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program end truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converte 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage > to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly-wpn 
masses." The source stated ROCKWELL believes this becdUse of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November, 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

"This corporation is organized for the following 
purposes and to carry on the following purposes: 
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To instruct, train, ** teach and educate Citizens 
of the United States and especially minority groups in 
the fundamental principals of the republican form of 
government and our democratic way of life; to instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons in the provisions of 
the constitution and laws of the United States and the 
State of Louisiana, as well as the constitution and laws of 
any other state wherein this corporation may operate; to instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons in the use, value, 
and purpose of the ballot and the right to vote; to instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons as to the duties and 
responsibilities of good citizenship relative to the obligation 
and duties of the community to the citizen: to further instruct, 
teach, train and educate said persons in the value of economic 
security and in the effective use of their spending power; 
to inspire in said persons a sense of responsibility and to develop 
leadership. This corporation has for its further purpose, and is 
dedicated to, the defense of the civil rights, property rights and 
personal rights of said people and will defend said rights by any 
and all honorable and legal means to the end that justice may be 
obtained. This corporation may establish chapters and conduct its 
business at any place in this State and elsewhere as permitted by law.”

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF THE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander , American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
ists (ANP - WUFENS) , Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4,1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," a 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL'S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, 
through speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party"; third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses." 

On September 16, 1965, the source advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is now into the fourth stage, to 
wit, the "attainment of power through the votes of the newly- won 
masses." The source stated ROCKV/ELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November , 1965, 
gubernatorial election in the State of Virginia.

The article was 
capt loned ’’Scott and Klan to Picket LBJ” and contained the 
following: 

’’The National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan plan to 
throw a picket line around the Montgomery County Fairgrounds 
during President Johnson’s visit here Monday. 

Parkie Aji^Sott, National Organizer for the Kl%n, 
made the announceni^t here j^sf^rday • ^ ^ 

Said Scott; ’The President is coming to Dayton so 
he can criticize officials for not turning the city over to 
the Negroes. With this present trouble in Dayton going on, 
he will then be a big hero to the civil rights supporte^^.(f^, 

’We’re asking all possible other white organizations 
to join us on the picket line. It is time people woke up to 
this civil rights thing. The city officials are just as 
guilty in this Dayton trouble — they continue to let them off 
with light fines for rioting and trouble.' 

Scott said that it will take some serious driving 
back to Dayton from Stone Mountain, Georg ia, where the National 
Klan Convention will be in progress^’’'over^^the weekend. 

’But we will make it in time to picket' he promised.

He recalled that Klansmen had predicted there would 
be trouble in Dayton in September as part of an Ohio-wide 
plan for major cities’ riots. 

’Columbus and Cincinnati will be next. At Cincinnati 
there will be burning and rioting in the ball park area and 
in Walnut Hills’ he predicted. 

Scott and fellow-Klansmen have ’been in Chicago 
for the past four weekends’ observing the troubled spots 
there, he said. 

’Trouble is bound to come in parallel with Presi- 
dent Johnson’s visits to Ohio and particularly in Dayton. It 
is good quarters because it is midway between Miami University, 
Ohio State University and Antioch, the training grounds for 
Civil Rights workers,’ Scott declared. 

The Klan still is trying to get a meeting place 
for Chicago. Having been refused Soldiers Fields, they 
will try for the Amphitheater, according to Scott.”

According to the discussion, this minister claims 
that he can get Soldier's Field for a Klan rally,, He also 
claims that he can get other white Chicago ministers to 
join NKKKK. 

Imperial Wizard James R. Venable agreed that if 
the Chicago rally could be set up that he would go to 
Chicago and be the main speaker at the rally and would 
also hold a press conference in Chicago 'in order to get 
maximum publicity for the Klan, 

Various other details concerning the proposed 
rally in Chicago were discussed such as the question of 
physical protection for Venable. Some of those present 
thought that Venable should receive police protection while 
others were in favor of a Klan body guard. It was finally 
decided that if the rally materializes, that a special 
body guard of Klansmen will protect Venable.

Pickets sponsored by the Cleveland Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam (CCEWV)> began marching near the Burke 
Airport, Cleveland, Ohio, at approximatel y 1 1:30 AM, on 
.September 18, I966, where Vice-President HUBERT H. HUMPHRET 
was attending a luncheon. Since a local ordinance forbids 
picketing on airpott property, the pickets marched near the 
street, several hundred yards from the. airport building,. 
Approximately sixty-five persons participated in the pltketing, 
many carrying signs urging that United States troops be 
withdrawn from Vietnam and the war be stopped. 

Marching near the above group were approximately ' 
twenty to twenty-five counter-pickets from right wing groups 
some of whom carried signs reading, ’'Wallace for President - 
Win in Vietnam”, and ”No Integration Here”.

The purpose of the corporation is to operate as a 
realm organization within the State of Ohio and in accordance 
with the Constitution and laws of the National Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, Inc., Atlanta, Georgia. Second, to promote patriotism towarc 
the civil government, honorable peace among men and nations, love 
among ourselves, liberty, justice and patriotic association for the 
mutual benefit of all mankind.

isation was on the U.S. Attorney General’s subversive list, j 
said the actual purpose for revocation of the charter was not because 
the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is on th^ U.S. Attorney 
General's subversive list, but because it was felt the existence of 
a state granted charter would encourage the Klan to make the claim it 
was "state sanctioned" and, therefore, entirely legitimate. 

In actuality the Ku Klux Klan and not the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan has been designated by the United States 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

On September 15, 1966, a Chicago confidential 
source, an agency which collects intelligence- type 
information in the Chicago area, advised that plans had 
been disclosed at a National States Blights Party meeting, ^*6 | 

Chicago, Illinois, September 14, 1966, revealing that the b7C 

National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan had scheduled a Klan 
rally September 24, 1966, at Marquette Park, Chicago, 

Illinois. Such rally will feature two unidentified guest 
speakers and is billed as the kick-off for a membership 
drive in the Chicago area. According to this same source, 
the rally will be staged under the auspicesof the Ohio 
Realm of the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 


The source stated that no further information 
was available relative to the above described rally at 
this time.

ASEbCIATION OF SOUTH CAROLINA KLANS, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (ASCK) 


A source advise^ on September 24, 1956, that the 
Association of South Carolina Klans (ASCX) was organized 
in the Fall of 1955 and is patterned after the Association 
of Carolina Klans (ACK) . This source said ASCK is a new 
organization and not a rebirth of ACK, although al^L high- 
ranking officials of ASCK had been members of ACK. The 
source stated announced purposes of this organization are 
to promote white supremacy and combat integration of the 
races; however, the use of violence is disavowed. 

A source advised on that 

ACK was composed of groups formerly members of the Associa- 
tion of Georgia Klans (AGK) and although ACK severed all 
connections with AGK on November 14, 1949, the ideals, 
purposes and policies of the two organizations remained 
identical. ACK became defunct after conviction and im- 
prisonment' of its highest official and other members in 
1952.

ASCK continues to operate for the purpose of promoting 
white supremacy and combating integration by peaceful means 
by public speaking and propaganda.

Cicero, Illinois, area during August, 1966, on two 
occasions for purpose of setting up Klan rally at 
Soldier's Field, Chicago, to take place latter part 
of August, 1966. The rally plans never materialized. 
Dayton, Ohio, Klavern, previously reported in process 
of being organized, now reported to be unorganized and 
non-existent. Future potential of NKKKK in Sf uthern 
Chio reported poor and organization appears to be 
falling apart due to dishonest and ineffective leader- 
ship.

A characterization of the National Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc, and of the National Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of Ohio, Inc. are contained in the Appendix 
of this report.
